Closure Vote Begins. 


Vice President Dawes brought the 
discussion to a close with a rap of his 
gavel. It was 1 o'clock. The clerk 
began to call the roll to ascertain if a 
quorum was present, as required by 
Rule 22. That over, the Vice Presi- 
dent put the question quoted in the 
rules: ‘Is it the sense of the Senate 
that the debate shall be brought to a 
close? ; 

“Mr, Ashurst,” called the clerk. 

“Aye,” boomed out the Senator from

With two votes required to adopt the 
closure motion to every one in the 
negative, things secined to be going 
badly for the Court’s friends in the 
first part of the roll call.

Signs of a Filibuster. 


For a time the appearance of a fill- 
buster was presented by demands for 
quorum calls by Senator Reed of Mis- 
souri, and wrangies over a decision of 
Vice President Dawes: that such ef- 
forts were of the dilatory char-.-ter 
forbidden by Rule 22. 

It was made known just before the 
Senate adjourned that there would be 
no further attempt to delay a-vute on 
the World Court resolution, and Sen- 
ator Borah, leader of the anti-Court 
group, expressed the opinion that a 
final vote might be taken by tomorrow 
night. The more general opinion in 
the Senat- as that the vote would 
come Wednesday or Thursday. 

The absence of Senator Copeland 
caused much comment when the clo- 
sure tion was voted on.

daries of New York State would be 
placed under the jurisdiction of the 
Conservation Commission, and $285,000 
appropriated for their acquisition un- 
der the terms of a bill introduced in 
the Legislature tonight by Assembly- 
man Burton D. Esmond, Republican, 
of Saratoga. oe 

Among the points which would be in- 
clud~ ’ in the scope of the measure are 
the Schuylerville battlefield, the bat- 
tlefield at Bennington, Vt., much of 
which lays within New York State, the 
battlefield at Oriskany and the,site of 
Fort Stanwix at Rome, and the route 
of the expedition under General Knox 
which conveyed canon captured from 
the Britisn forces at Fort Ticonderoga 
to Cambridge, Mass., ‘for the siege of 
Boston. 

At each of the places named,’ with 
such others as might be designated 
e to time, the commission, 
through a Deputy Commissioner of 
Fo who would- take care of the 
sites, would be authorized to place ap- 
propriate markers. No fees would be 
charged for entry into or passage 
through the reservations taken over by 
the State, while the reservations and 
sites would be restored “‘in such man- 
ner as not to lessen their historic 
value or their natural scenic beauty.’’ 

The measure also seeks to provide 
for creation of an advisory board on 
battlefields and historic sites, to con- 
sist pf tHe -Director: of the State 
Museum, the State Historian and five 
persons to be appointed by the Gover- 
nor. The board would consult from 
time to time with the Conservation 
Commissioner and the Deputy Superin- 
tendent of Forests in charge. 

Appropriations sought under the 
measure weuld be diverted as follows: 
Schuylerville, not more than $200,000 ; 
Bennington, not more than $25, 
Oriskany and Fort Stanwix, not re 
than $50,000; General Knox expedi- 
tion, not more than $10,000. 

For Schuylerville the money would 
provide for marking the sites head- 
quarters of the American and British 
armies, as well as marking the routes 
of the armies to and from the battle, 
which ended in the surrender of Gen- 
eral Burgoyne, while in the cases of 
Oriskany and Bennington provision 
would also be made for marking the 
routes of the armies as well asthe 
battlefield site.

“Would Jane Addams listen to ma if

House? She would be foolish if she 
did.

Carrie: Chapman Catt, feminist and 
former suffrage leader), women famed 
for their good works ih many lines of 
endeavor, have associated themselves 
with professional agitators in con- 
demnation of the very things which 
the men who bore the brunt of war 
plead for and demand for the — 
tion of their children. 

“No man who has ever served in 
battie has any desire to repeat that 
experience. He knows what war is in 
all its brutal horror.

FINDS INSANITY SYMPTOMS 


Holds Army Doctors Responsible ~ - 
Allowing Slayer to Remain in 
the Service.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—Represen- 
tative John J. Kindred of New York 
made a final appeal to President Cool- 
idge today for commutation of the 
death sentence imposed by a court- 


son, convicted of killing Miss Audrey 
Burleigh in the Philippines. 

The Rev. J. Milton Thompson of Far 
Rockaway, L. I, who accompanied 
Mr. Kindred, made a similar plea for 
his son. — 

The verdict, approved by the War 
Department, _ has been before the 
President for several weeks. He 
heard a plea from the father last week 
and another from Senator Wadsworth. 

Representative Kindred submitted an 
opinion, as an alienist, holding that 
the young officer is dangerously in- 
sanepand ought to be committed to an 
institution for the insane. The fathep, 
in renewing his plea, said insanity had 
marked both sides of the family and 
that he had requested a commission 
on lunacy for his son from the War 
Department eight years ago. Nothing 
was done at. that time. 

In his opinion Representative Kin- 
dred said: 

“After a careful study of all of the 
evidence submitted at the court-mar- 
tial trial as to the mental condition of 
Lieutenant Thompson at the time of 
the commission of the offense charged, 
I have come to the conclusion his men- 
tal condition was such’at the time as 
to create more than a reasonable 
doubt that he was insane, at least to 
a degree which would render his of- 
fense a lesser crime than premedi- 
ta murder, or murder in the first 
degree, of which he was convicted. 
“In reaching this conclusion, I have 
taken into consideration his personal 
history, dating back to the time when 
he was 12 or 13 years old and con- 
tinuing in what alienists call the 
typical evolution, until and since, the 
commission of the offense.

Vice President 
DAWEs desires a more efficient rule to 
bring questions to - vote after debate 
has become only a thing of. shreds 
and patches and -filibusters, but even 
he must take a sort of grim satisfac- 
tion in seeing the Senate compelled to 
admit that: in principle he is right. 

Next will come a vote on the World 
Court itself, after the various reserya- 
tions which were introduced in time to 
be considered have been dealt with. 
Some of these, as we pointed out yes- 
terday, are innocuous. But some are 
mischievous in intent and, if adopted, 
will make mischief. The Senate ‘is 
ready to demand that before our entry 
inte the, World Court becomes effec- 

tive all of the forty-eight nations al- 

ready: in it must assent to our reser- 
vations. This is to be done by ex- 
change ‘of diplomatic notes: _How long 
“will that take? Nobody can tell. The 
only~-certain thing is that it means, 
and was designed to produce, great 
awkwardness and delays.

DROPPING RUBBER. 

‘During the past few weeks the price 
of rubber has fglien’from about $1 a 
pound to little more than 70 cents. If 
in this sense rubbér has dropped, it 
has also in what may be called the 
political sense. The temporary ex- 
citement on the subject in Congress is 
fading away. To be sure, Representa- 
tive TILsoNn gravely asserts that the 
lessened price of rubber is due in part 
to the resolutions and speeches in the 
Housé of Representatives. On this 
only the old remark need be made that 
if Mr. Titson believes that, he will 
believé anything., Congress ‘is all the 
time getting up. neat little ‘legislative 
devices to oust the law of supply and 
demand, but somehow it has a way of 
continuing to do business at the old 
stand. i 

A distinctly soothing effect on the 
rubber controversy. must ‘have been 
had “by the* temperate and good- 
natured speech of the British Ambas- 
sador, Sir Esmz Howarp, last Satur- 
day. It set forth the facts about the 
alleged British monopoly, as they have 
been set forth before. If the Ameri- 
can manufactureris “ gouged ” by the 
producers of rubber in the Orient, .so 
is the British manufacturer, The 
prices to both are the same. Repre- 
sentative TrLson frankly admits this, 
but points out that we use about six 
times as much rubber as do the 
British. This undoubtedly strengthens 
the case for a search after new sup- 
plies by American consumers, Upon 
that. quest the dispatch in the Sunday 
Timrs by a special correspondent in 
the Philippines throws a good deal of 
light. ‘Rubber could be grown in those 
islands in almost ‘unlimited quantities 
provided the difficulties of labor and 
of land’ legislation ~ could be  sur- 
mounted. “They could be if Congress 
and the Philippine Legislature would 
agree to take the necessary steps, and 
allow the formation of large rubber 
plantations under proper — — 
regulation.

QUANTITATIVE EDUCATION. 
An analysis of student bodies in 
nearly two hundred approved higher 
educational institutions in the United 
States for the present academic year 
shows an increase of 7 per cent. over 
the year 1924-25. This is despite the 
fact that. many colleges are limiting 
their numbers and almost all of them 
undertaking by one means or another 
* select students who are ‘‘ genuinely 
‘ eager for an education and intel- 
‘*lectually capable of profiting by it.’? 
That must mean that the chief con- 
cern of most colleges and universities 
now is not to get students but to find 
the means to ‘give tuition to all who 
seek it.. In view of the statistics 
published, yesterday, it is pertinent to 
recall the prophecy which Dr. AyrpbrE-’ 
LOTTE of Swarthmore College made a 
few days ago as President of the “As- 
sociation of American Colleges at its 
annual meeting here in New York in 
introducing a program lasting two 
days about ‘‘ the effective college.’’ 
The late Barrerr WENDEL. of Har- 
yard once said that college education 
is . chiefly. notable. for ‘* ineffective- 
ness." If this were really the case,. 
the multiplication in the: numbers un- 
dergoing this ‘process would be a 
public calamity. Sut when one sees 
young college mien or. women they 
seem to promise more tor the welfare 
of societyy than any .other groups of 
like size..

FOLLOWED COOK'S TRAIL 


Explorer — the Claimant to 
Discovery Did Not Get Within 
500 Miles of Goal. 


' Donald B. MacMillan, Arctic explorer, 
who went with Commodore Peary part 
of the way on his trip to the North 
Pole, said yesterday that Commodore’ 
Peary’s observations at the Pole were 
sufficient. to convince anybody that he 
had been as near as it was possible to 
get to that mathematical point at the 
top of the earth. He said he could not 
understand Roald Amundsen’s criti- 
cisms. Peary’s observations, he said, 
had been examined and approved by 
the National Geographic Society and 
had left.no doubt that Peary had actu- 
ally reached the immediate vicinity of 
the. Pole. 

“Peary. never claimed to have been 
at the North Pole itself,” said Captain 
MacMillan. ‘‘It is impossible, without a 
scientific observatory and a long series 
of observations, to fix the exact posi- 
tion of the Pole, and Peary always felt 
that if he came within a few miles of 
it he would have done all that was 
necessary. Ag a matter of fact, I am 
sure that he came within.a mile of it 

at least, which is sufficient to establish 
his claim, without a doubt. 

“Dr. Cook did not go anywhere near 
the Pole.

Burt Leslie Fenner; a leading New 
York architect, member of McKim, 
Mead & White for the last twenty 
years, and general manager of the 
United States Housing Corporation 
during the war, died on Sunday night 
of a sudden attack of heart disease 
at his home, Stonedge, Croton, N. Y. 
He was 56 years old. His wife, the 
former Miss Lotise McKittrick of 
Brooklyn, survives.

RAILROADS PROTEST 
WESTCHESTER PLANS 


Object to Standing Half the Cost 
of Crossings in New Park 
Program. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Jan. 25.— 
Formal protest was filed with the 
Board of Supervisors today by attor- 


néys representing the New York Cen- 
tral Ratlroad, the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad Company 
and the New York, Westchester & Bos- 
ton Railroad Company over the pro- 
posal of the Westchester County Park 
Commission to appear before the 
Board -of Supervisors in an attempt to 
have the railroad companies pay half 
the expense of cost of construction of 
qn certain of the parkway 
projects. 

The New York Central, through F. L. 
Wheeler, protested the proposal of the 
Park Commission to levy half the cost 
of construction of an under crossing 
on the Bronx River’ Parkway exten- 
sion, about two miles North of Val- 
halla, on the Harlem Division. H. L. 
Filer, representing the New Haven 
road, appeared with regard to the -pro- 
posed crossing of railroad property by 
the Hutchinson River Valley Parkway 
in North Pelham and Pelham, and 

Chdries E. Crane, representing the 
Westchester and Boston, protested the 
Hutchinson River Parkway crossing in 
Mount Vernon. 

Henry R. Barrett, chief counsel for 
the Westchester County Park Commis- 
sion; informed the board that today’s 
hearing was a formality to give — 
tice of intention to the railroads. Mr. 
‘Barrett held that under-the railroad 
law the railroad was Mable for half 
of the cost of the expense of construc- 
tion of new crossovers.

Dry Enforcement Now Localized for 
First Time, He Declares. 


Andrew W. Mellon, Secretary of. the 
Treasury, in an article, in the current 
issue of Collier’s Weekly, declares that, 
for the first time since the enactment 
of the Volstead act, the Fedefaf ‘Ad- 
ministration has put its enforcement 
up to local public opinion. The Wash- 
ington force, he says, has been reduced 
from more than 700 to about 300 and 
“long-distance” enforcement has ended. 

“Centralization of Administration en- 
forcement in Washington has ceased,”’ 
continues Mr. Mellon’s statement, 
given through William G. Shepherd. 
“Under the reorganization Federal ju- 
dicial groups have been made the geo- 
graphical units for .enforcement, with 
Brig. Gen. Lineoln C. Andrews solely 
responsible for the twenty-four dis- 
trict administrators he has selected, 
and these administrators solely re- 
sponsible for enforcement in ‘their dis- 
tricts. ‘ 

“Under this new, short-range, quick- 
acting enforcement local public opinion 
has a chance to make itself felt. Now 
at last we shall sée what public opinion 
will do with the enforcement of prohi- 
bition. We have taken into considera- 
tion varying public opinion in different 
communities. Sensitivity .of Federal 
officials to local ig opinion is ex- 
pected to be great.

“TY am referring to a situation which

York State, and which threatens to’ 

ome a very grave scandal,” Sena- 
. tor Downing. said. “I do not "want to 
tell Congress what to do, but I ‘feel 
that if Congress did a little investi- 
gating of its own it might afford us 
gome much needéd relief. The Federal 
courts will always be in a position 
under the Constitution to protect all 
petitioners against the taking of prop- 
erty without due process of law.”’ 

Senator Knight said that he doubted 
whether Congress would have power 
to curtail the operations of the Fed- 
eral cou in this direction.
